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Education and Discontent,
Frow the Pall Mall Gazette,

One of those writers who in the lnat cen.
tory expluined, with infinite satisfaction to
themscives, the whole theory of the provi.
dentiel government of niankind, exprossed
his delight in contemplating the ignorance of
the poor. Those born to *‘poverty and the
drudgeries of life” found in it *the only
opiate eapable of infusing that insensibility
which can enable them to endure the miseries
of tbe one and the fatigues of the other.”
“It is," he exclnims; in a rapture of piouns
gratitude, *‘a cordinl administered by the
gracions bhand of Providenoce, of which they
onght never to be deprived l-v an ill-jndged

g improper eduoation.” The frankness

wnh which this goentleman exprossed
his holy joy at the degradation of
his countrymen is soarcely in  har-

movy with our modern sentimoent; but
some remnant of a similar way of thinking
is not quite extinot among us, We no longer
justify the ignorance of the poor by their
misery, and do not openly wish them to Le
stupid in order that they may be contented.
But we may ab times feel that there is some
danger in letting in the hihl too rapidly.
(ive to every poor man the knowledge and
the sensibility common in the classes above
him; and we might have a social convulsion
from which, whatever its nltimate end, it is
not H'!l[htl‘tllll‘ln' le to shrink even in imagina-
tion. Mr. Roobueck the other day exprossed
an opmum that it wonld have bean better to
edueate our masters before we invited them
to assuine the legislative power. The answer
which most people would make is obvious,
Ho long as the poor were excluded from politi-
cal power there was no chance of gaining for
them a proper education. One renson alleged in
favor of the Reform bill was that it wonld
necessarily lead to an effort for the exten.
sion of education, and the prophecy hae re-
ceived its fulfilment oven more speedily than
we could bave expected. TEducation has

[Iudly gained ‘& prominent place in the

itioal platform, and though Government
15 lnnlg back and unwilling to encounter
the d cﬁtles which surround the question,
it is certain that in a very short time some
considerable measures mnst be passed. 'The
Reform bill has done what it was meant to
do; it has frightened even Tories, and, what
is equally surprising, even the most deter-
mined apostles of the [lwissez fuire school,
into the desive for a rapid extension of edn-
tion, and, moreover, of compulsory educa-
tion,

Assnming, then, that the extension of edn.
oation is an unmizxoed good, the reformers
have an admirable justification. But, it iy
still asked, thongh rather in private than on
platforms, i¢ there not some danger in this
education manin? We have given the
people power; we nre now going to give them
the strongest reason for discontent, We are
about to make every artisan and every plongh-
wan in the kingdom feel that he is above his
work, and, as some people add, we are about
to do this without taking any precautions for
enconraging that religious teaching which is
the best seourity for maintaining order and
morality. May we not anticipate that in
throwing such incentives among snch
dnngerous materials we are putting the
match to the magazine, to the imminent
risk of many respectable institutions? The
answer again is plain up to a certain point.
Discontent is so far from being an unmiti-
gated evil that it is the necessary condition of
all reform; if we could only teach the work-
ing clagses to be heartily discontented with
the ordinary national school they would
speedily have something better; if they are
to repote unlimited confidence in their spirit-
unl and temporal rulers, they will remain
ignorant, stupid, and w retehed till doomsday.
The impulse to an effectunl reform may come
from above: but, unless it is encouraged Ly a
widely spread discontent amunF the persons
most affected, it will be speedily and conclu-
sively checked by the profound complacency
of the comfortable classes. The discontent
is necessary to supply the proper leverage
for reformers; or rather it 18 a force with
which we cannot dispense, though it may be
directed with equal case in an injurions
a benelicial direction. It may work simple
mischief, or it may lead to a permanent re-
moval of the eauses by which it has been pro-
duced. The test of good statesmanship is
the power of using it for one or the other
purpose: and a Minister's wisdom may be
generally estimatod by the degree in which
hc tries to buy off’ discontent by some tempo.

And, after all, we
may remember that education is no more
a panacea than emigration or tha oor laws,
or any other mostrum, taken by itself; that
ople may learm to read and write without
E?.mg realfg converted into civilized beings;
and moreover that we must be as well pre-
pared for the discontent of enlightenment as
for the discontent of mere ignorance and bad
bumors. Eduoeation is only one amongst
many agencies which must combine to secure
the genuine improvement of the greal mass
of the people,
